'the Tongue, 


• Four classes-sweet, bitter, salt and 
acU-bare been assigned to the sense 
of taste lu human beluga. • These four 
classes with their combinations pr'd- 
duco all the delicious sensations that 
we ascribe to laste as well as all tho 
disagreeable Impressions of that sense. 


The tongue, however, Is not equally 


sensitive lu all ports to these sensa- 
tions.. Indeed, It has been shown that 
different tastes result from the same 
stimulus when' applied to 
different 


places on tho tongue. The tip cf the 
tongue, for Instance, U most sensitive 
to sweet and to acid tastes, while it Is 
far less capable of perceiving a bitter 
taste than any other part of tho organ. 
Some persons arc unable to perceive 
any bitter taste when quinine Is ap- 
plied only to tho tip of the tongue. 
At the back of tho tongue the bitter- 
ness of tho drug in perceived at once. 


An explanation of tha curious selec- 


tive [lowers exhibited by the touguo 
la that a variety of<, nerve fibers are 
present In that organ, each kind being 
sensitive only to one of the four prin- 
cipal classes of taste. These nerve fl- 
bcre are distributed In varying num- 
bers over different parts of the tongue. 
At Ibc tip, for example, the nerves that 
are sensitive to sweet and acid stimuli 
are most numerous, and accordingly 
In tbat locality those tastes are the 
ones most readily perceived. At the 
back of the tongue, on the contrary, 
tho nervo Qbera concerned In Iho per- 
ception of bitterness prevail over the 
others.—New York Press.

Ilussla includes emoluments which do 
not appear In the form of money. They 
are'furalshed quarters, hfeat and light, 
and in' addition allowances for uni- 
forms ris well as medical attendance 
and medicine for themselves and their 
families. • In cities like Moscow a large 
hospital la maintained for the conven- 
ience of postal clerks and carriers. 
Their children are admitted to the 
schools free of charge, which In Russia 
Is quite an item of eipense, especially 
In preparatory schoola for colleges, to 
which the children of the titled and 
the wealthy only are admitted- Tho 
pay of clerks and carriers ranges from 
312.GO to SIB per month. They may, 
moreover, receive gratuities from those 
to whom tiey deliver mall.
